and unnatural assumption 
that large numbers of relief 
beneficiaries 
would 
not 


work if they had a chance. 
The corrupting influence of 
charity on human nature is 
well known. Between forc- 
ed idleness and public sub- 
sidy, it would be no won 
der if millions of Ameri- 
cans were to lose their na- 
tive self-respect and enter- 
prise and sink back in slug- 
gish contentment to "let so- 
ciety take care of them." 


Doubtless there are many 


thousands of just such peo- 
ple. ,Some can be found in 
any community.

BEANS ON WHEELS 


ANOTHER "NEW DEAL"! 
|-By Cliv« Weed 


The latest innovation o f j 


Henry Ford is a factory to 
make automobiles out of soy 
beans. This may sound like 
a joke, but isn't. 


The new factory is near-1 


ing 
completion at 
River 


Rouge, Mich. It is costing 
about $5,000,000, and is 
meant to turn soy beans 'in- 
to plastic materials that will 
be made into 
automobile 


parts. There are vast stor- 
age tanks, mixers, presses 
and molds. 
The 
molding 


plant alone is as big as two 
city blocks. There will be a 
capacity for more than 100,- 
000 auto parts a day. 


It will not be possible, of 


course, to make an entire 
automobile from these bean 
plastics. But 
they 
might 


constitute most of the auto 
except the motor and other 
parts subject to great strain. 
Such substances are light, 
durable, non-corrosive 
and 


fairly strong. 


Mr. Ford, however, is in- 


terested in more than mere- 
ly providing a new automo- 
tive material. He has long 
urged greater utilization of 
farm products for industrial 
purposes, with more co-op- 
eration between country and 
city. His new plant will be 
the largest factory in the 
world for the industrial pro- 
cessing of farm crops, and 
if successful will set an im- 
portant example to Ameri-' 
can industry.^

farmers 
overproduce 
and 


force 
their 
own 
selling 


prices down, they cannot 
buy from 
industry; 
and 


when industry loses its farm 
market, business in general j 
slows down and everybody! 
becomes poor. 


If farm and city produc- 


tion can be properly con- 
trolled and balanced, then 
all are better off'and from 
there it becomes possible to 
go ahead and step up pro- 
duction and consumption all 
round.
